Another failure 1 I Tfave written the word so often 
i this correspondence, since the war began, that it 
creates no shock, in fact scarcely occasions surprise. 

itelligent man here, who has watched carefully 
the effect of this defeat, or this failure, upon the city 
of New York, exclaimed yesterday in my hearing, 

" What a wonderful people is this! They are-as cheer¬ 
ful with defeat as with victory. Either they are stu- 
they are grandly courageous! ” No one will 
aceuse “ Yankees ” of stupidity, I think. It is wonder-1 protect you. 
ful that the people of the loyal States look so calmly 
at another failure of the Army of the Potomac, and 
is overwhelming proof that that people will triumph 
last. They have the endurance which will compel 
victory at last. 

I call Hooker’s whole movement a failure, because I 
think it right to deal honestly with the people. Lying 
for effect will not avail any longer in this country, and 
after a failure, New York had the worst side 
of the affair before Washington people had received 
any of the details. The result .was a little flurry in 
the gold market and the quick subsidence of the agita- 
n. How much better this than deceptive statements 
the part of the government, meant to fool England 
and the American people. 

Gen. Hooker certainly was not whipped, his army 
was not destroyed, but the movement across the river 
was a failure. I am not eompetentto speak of Hook¬ 
er’s military capacity as developed by the recent bat¬ 
tles, but the President is satisfied with him, or, if not 
satisfied, is determined to retain him. If Hooker 
blamed at all, it is for the part which Sedgwick played 
in the drama, which was arranged beforehand by the 
Commanding General. Why Sedgwick should have 
been left to destruction when Hooker’s forces lay idle 
is yet a mystery here. Hooker blames somebody 
under him, hut at headquarters he is blamed. Not 
severely, however. He has done well upon the whole, 
and will do better next time. The most important 
thing is> his position with his own army. Does he 
retain the confidence of that army ? If he does, he 
fight it again better than any other man. It is suffi¬ 
cient that the President is determined that Hooker shall 
remain in command. That is an end of the whole mat- 
And I think all fair-minded and intelligent persons 
will say that the President judges and decides well. 

There are men, however, who, in this crisis, ought 
retire from the public service. Gen. Halleck is one of 
them. His entire plan of. conducting the 
lamentable failure. With such a plan failure mustj 
ever attend upon the movements of our Generals. 

Halleck says nay to thi3—says that his critics are fools, 
and do not understand the art of war—but is it not 
about time to suspect that there is something very 
wrong somewhere ? Is it in our troops ? Is it in the 
subordinate Generals? Is it not in the General-in- 
Chief, who liys out the work for the armies? Gen. 

Halleck ought to give way for a better man, but I do 
not believe that he will. I hear stories at every cor- 
of the removal of Halleck and the resignation of 
Stanton, bat they are not the men to be so easily put 
down, or to be, got rid of.

PRISCILLA CADWALLADER. 

This remarkable woman and popular preacher in 
the Society of Friends (Hicksite) of Blue River, Indi¬ 
ana, while on a religions visit to Friends in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, in a sermon at Darby, the 21st of 7th mo., 1831. 
prophesied as follows : 

“ I believe there never was a day nor a time when 
there was more need of this people to dwell in their 
tenta—for here our safety assuredly lies. For I believe 
from awful impressions, as I pass through the land, 
there are more storms arising, greater than have yet 
been witnessed by this people. And those who are not 
founded in God, whose souls are not anchored in per¬ 
fect love, will he wiped away, and carried wholly into 
the vortex of confusion. For behold, there come 
storms and tempests, and a deluge of blood. And I do 
not find that I have much more to say unto you than to 
warn you to gather home to your God, for nothing else 
will screen you from danger, aftd no other arm

have long heard it—the alarm of war, the loud 
cannon, the clashingWwords, and horsemen rnshing 
battle? And I believe that this day is nigher than 
many are aware of; a day of treading down, and 
day of bloodshed ; and it will be seen < that every battle 
of the warrior is with conftised noise and garments 
rolled in blood.’ But this shall be a day, like the day 
of the Lord, 1 that cometh with burning and fuel 

And I entreat you to be willfog to come to this— 
that is, ‘ with burning and fuel of fire ’—that it may 
consume all the sin and transgression of the heart, pu¬ 
rify the bouI and bring it unto God.

Thus I feel engaged to warn all that are now present, 
and to invite you. to come home, and centre in Him 
that is perfect love. And there is no weapon that will 
defend you but perfect love, and you will find this to 
be a rook of safety, and although the deluge of blood 
may come, yet this will bear your souls above all.” 

After meeting, on being inquired of what this pro¬ 
phecy meant, she replied : “ I cannot tell when 
he accomplished ; I may not live to see it; hut who- 
lives fifty years longer will see America very dif¬ 
ferent from what It now is, in regard to African 
slavery.” 

Also in the year 1833, at the close of a crowded 
meeting at Farmington, New York, she predicted onr 
present national eonflict, saying 

“ I hear the cannon’s roar and the beating of drums, 
and I see the horse and his rider amid the clashing of 
arms, and the pools of human blood. Oh, Carolina ! 
Carolina I how I would gather thee as a hen gathers 
her chickens, but thou wilt not hear the call. Slavery 
will go down, sooner or later, and I enreat you to wash 
your hands in innocency.”

BAPTISM OF A SLAVE CHILD. 

AFFECTING EPISODE IN PLYMOUTH CHURCH.

Yesterday, at Plymouth Church, was the regular 
Sabbath for the baptism of infants, and the delight¬ 
ful Spring morning tempted a larger number of 
parents than usual to bring their offspring forward. 
Having administered the rite to all but one of the chil¬ 
dren, Mr. Beecher paused a moment, and, turning to 
his interested audience, stated that there .was still 
another child to be christened. Her history, however, 
contained a moral, and he should take the liberty of 
carrying her upon the platform where all present 
might look upon her features. This prefaed caused 
flutter of increasing interest, which was not abated 
until the reverend gentleman had ascended the pulpit 
steps, bearirfg in his arms a little laughing-ejed, sweet¬ 
faced, fair-haired girl of five years, who nesaed closely 
against his breast, toying with his wateh-g^.i 1, as she 
timidly met, with her dark, lustrous eyes, tfie c 
trated gaze of the now hushed congregation. 

tremulous and tearful, and in words that touched 
a sympathetic chord in the hearts of his hearers, Mr. 
Beecher told about the child. “ She was born in 
slavery,” he said. “A benevolent woman, who was 
nursing our sick soldiers in the hospital at Fairfax, 
found her, sore and tattered and unclean, and re¬ 
quested the good sister who has adopted her, to bring 
her North and take care of her. She will be treated 
as this lady’s own child, and it is designed to educate 
her as a teacher for her race. Look upon this child, 
continued Mr. Beecher, “ and tell me if you ever sa< 
a fairer, sweeter face? And this child,” he added, “: 
a sample of the slavery which absorbs into itself every¬ 
thing fair and attractive. The loveliness of this child 
would only make her so much more valuable as a chat¬ 
tel ; for while your children are brought up to fear 
and serve the Lord, this little one, just as beautiful, 
would.be made, through slavery, a child of damnation. 
The whole force of my manhood revolts and rises up 
enmity against an institution that cruelly exposes 
such children to be sold lik^ cattle (loud applause). 
Look upon this child,” he repeated in conclusion, “ and 
take away with you an impression of her beauty, and 
remember to what a shocking fate slavery would bring 
her! May God strike for our armies and the right, 
that this accursed thing may be utterly destroyed” 
(renewed applause). 

Mr. Beecher then baptized the child Fanny Virginia 
Cassiopia Lawrence, the last name being that of the 
lady who adopted her. He announced Afterward, that 
although this good lady was in moderate circum¬ 
stances, and was quite willing to bear unaided the bur¬ 
den that she had assumed, yet if any present desired 
contribute to defray the expense of educating the 
child, the privilege would be given. In response, 
the conclusion of the services, the donations were 
quite liberal. Plymouth Church is eminently the place 
of extraordinary incidents, bat probably never before 
episode so stirred and affected the congregation.

It was positively asserted, a few days since, that 
Hooker had again crossed the Rappahannock with Ilia 
whole force, and that the enemy bad retreated. It is 
now as confidently affirmed that Hooker remains on 
this side the river, his preparations for another offen 
ve movement not being completed. 

The reasons for Hooker’s retreat, says The Tribune 
,.ere of a character not to be foreseen or prevented 
by human sagacity or resources; and the withdrawal 
without a general battle was an evidence of the impli¬ 
cit confidence of the army in itself and of fidelity to 
the principles it represents. The Army of the Potomac 
will be the guardian of its own history—by its recent 
movements it has added new laurels to its former 
renown ; it has made long marches, crossed rivers, 
surprised the enemy in his entrenchments, and inflicted 
heavier blows than it has received. It has taken 5.000 
prisoners, 15 colors, 7 pieces of artillery, disabled 
18.000 of the enemy, destroyed his depots, stores, com¬ 
munications, captured prisoners withip his capital, and 
filled his country with consternation. 

The results of Gen Stoneman’s cavalry expedition 
_jnt out for the purpose of destroying Geu. Lee’s com¬ 
munications with Richmond, may be thus stated : The 
command of Gen. Stoneman was nearly nine days 
within the enemy’s lines, visited nine different Counties, 
destroyed all the lines of communication, so that they 
cannot be used again for weeks to come ; destroyed 
the Lynchburg Canal, captured several hundred horses, 
and destroyed a large quantity of public property—all 
with the loss of only two men killed and not over fifty 
wounded and taken prisoners, though several severe 
skirmishes took place. The negroes in the regions 
visited were of great service to our foreds—acting »= 
guides, and aiding them in every possible manner. 

Gen. Stoughton, who has just been released from 
captivity among the rebels, brings the report, current 
in the rebel capital, that during the recent attack by 
our iron-clads upon Fort Sumter, one shell from the 
Montauk passed completely through the fort—through 
both walls—and fell in the water on the opposite side. 
Several very bad breaches were made,. The rebels say 
that if the firing had been continued twenty-five min¬ 
utes longer the fort would have surrendered. The fire 
from our gunboats and iron-clads was terrific. In the 
city every preparation had been made for evacuation. 
Negroes had been sent out, moveables packed up, 
women and children sent off, and everything made 
ready for departure. 

We have Admiral Porter’s official dispatch to the 
government announcing the capture of Grand Gulf, — 
MLaiasinni. On the 3d inst. Admiral Porter’s e 
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the Mississippi. On the 3d inst. Admiral Porter’s gun¬ 
boats proceeded to make a second attack, when the 
works were found to be evacuated, the enemy having 
blown up their ammunition and spiked their large guns. 
The works were found to be very .extensive and strong, 
but were literally torn to pieces by the fire of the gun¬ 
boats. 

Gen. Grant has been successful almost beyond expec 
tation in his new movement against Vicksburg. On 
Saturday a dispatch from him was received at the War 
Department, announcing that, after landing atBoulings- 
burg on the 30th ult., he moved immediately on Port 
Gibson, four miles south of which place, on the morn¬ 
ing of the 1st inst., lie met the enemy, 11,000 strong 
An engagement ensued, lasting all day,and resulting in 
the entire rout of the rebels, with the loss of many 
killed and about five hundred prisoners, besides the 
wounded; our loss being about 100 killed aud 500 
wounded. The enemy, thoroughly demoralized, 
treated towards Vicksburg, destroying two bridges 
their way. These, however, were speedily rebuilt, and 
the pursuit was continued.

DEPARTMENT OF THE TENNESSEE.

Some of the in 
were so overjoyed at the sight of our soldiers that 
they gave vent to their feelings in prayer, thanking 
Jesus fervently for sending us. Through their agency 
large quantities of provisions thus hid away were 
brought to light for the benefit of Union soldiers.” 

DEPARTMENT OF THE CUMBERLAND. 

At last something like a consistent policy is begin¬ 
ning to obtain in reference to the treatment of the 
freedmen who have fallen into onr hands during the 
progress of the war. In the department of Gen. Grant 
a definite plan of operations was several weeks ago 
announced, and now we are informed that in the 
Department of the Cumberland a similarly definite sys- 
has been organized. In that department there are 
e twenty-five thousand able-bodied negroes ; these 
_to be organized into companies of thirty each, com¬ 
manded and superintended by loyal Tennesseeans who 
have been driven from their homes by rebel violence, 
and will he employed in building fortifications and 
roads, in removing obstructions, and in such other 
labor as they may be adapted to perform. 

In this way the effectiveness of the army will be 
vastly increased, in that the pioneer and mechanic 
brigades hitherto employed exclusively in building 
bridges, constructing roads, erecting defences and the 
like, will return to more legitimate soldier duty ; while 
at the same time the freedmen, judicieusly directed, 
will be fitted for self-suataining, effeotive labor, and 
advanced in their fitness for the condition of perfect 
freedom which they m ust soon occupy. 

No doubt is entertained that the organization pro¬ 
posed will be successfully accomplished ; indeed, it is 
said the first brigade will be organized with a delay of 
but a day or two. Undoubtedly it will one of these* 
days prove a terrible shock to the sensitive slavehold¬ 
ing rebel leaders to find brigades of colored troops, 
commanded by loyal whites, who have been driven 
from their homes because they unfortunately owned 
no negroes, marching into their midst under the old 
flag, prepared to vindicate the law and reestablish the 
authority of the nation where ithas long been defied.— 
Evening Post. 

HOW COLORED SOLDIERS ARE TO BE TREATED. 

The following letter from Gov. Andrew of Massa¬ 
chusetts is in reply to questions addressed him by Mr. 
Downing, concerning the position of colored troops in 
respect to pay, equipments, bounty and protection, 
compared with that of white volunteers : 

Commonwealth of Massachusetts, ) 
Executive Department, Boston, March 23,1863. j 
George T. Downing, Esq., New York— Dear Sir : In 
reply to your inquiries made as to the position of 
colored men who may be enlisted and mustered into 
the volunteer service of the United States, I would say 
that their position, in respect to pay, equipments, 
bounty, or any aid and protection, when so mustered, 
will be precisely the same, in every particular, as that 
of any and all other volunteers. 

I desire further to state to you, that when I was 
Washington, on one occasion, in an interview with Mr. 
Stanton, the Secretary of War, he stated in the most 
emphatic manner that he would never consent that 
free colored men should he accepted into the service 
to serve as soldiers in the South until he should be 
assured that the government of the United States was | 
prepared to guarantee and defend, to the last dollar 
and the last man, to these men, all the rights, privileges 
and immunities that are given, by the laws of civil¬ 
ized warfare, to other soldiers. Their present accept- 
and muster-in, as soldiers, pledges the honor of 
the nation in the same degree and to the same rights 
with all other troops. They will be soldiers of the 
Union—nothing less and nothing different. I believe 
they'will earn for themselves an honorable fame, vin¬ 
dicating thfeir race and redeeming their future from 
the aspersions of the past.

I do hereby order and proclaim that no plea of alienage 
will he received or allowed to exempt from the obligations 
imposed by the aforesaid act of Congress, any person of 
foreign birth wiu) shall have declared on oath his intention 
to become a citizen of the United States under the laws 
thereof, and who shall be found within the United States 
at any time during the continuance of the present insur¬ 
rection and rebellion, at or alter the expiration of the 
period of sixty-five days from the date of this proclama- 
ition; nor shall any such plea of alienage be allowed in 
favor of any such person who has so, as aforesaid, declared 
his intention to become a citizen of the United States, and 
shall have exercised at any time the right of suffrage, or 
any other political franchise within the United States, 
under the laws thereof, or under the laws of any of the 
several States.”

A BLACK ENGINEER REGIMENT. 

The following General Order of Gen. Banks, relative I 
the enlistment of a colored regiment, to serve as 
engineers, sappers, miners and pontoniers, has not been 
published before: 

Headquarters Army of the Gulf, 

Gamp near Baton Rouge, 

New Orleans, March 20,1863. | 
General Order No. 78 .—(Extract.)-^ A colored 
regiment will be organized forthwith for service for 
three (3) years or during the war, as engineers, sap¬ 
pers. miners and pontoniers, to have the organization 
prescribed by law for a regiment of engineer troops. 
Competent officers will be detailed for their discipline 
and instruction in the various trades incident to this 
n of the service, as carpenters, blacksmiths, wheel- 
■iglits, miners, masons, boatmen, bridge builders, 
harness makers, etc., etc., 

Unemployed negroes will be enlisted wherever they 
, 0 found, it being understood, however, that the labor 
j plantations now in cultivation is not .to be inter¬ 
rupted by the enlistment of men engaged thereon. The 
negroes employed in the regimental camps will be 
limited to the number authorized by the Army Regula¬ 
tions, with two (2) to each regiment as cooks. 

All negroes not so employed will be turned ( 
the Provost-Marshals of the several parishes, 
enlisted in this regiment according to their qualifies, 
tions as mechanics and laborers, or employed upon the 
plantations, as may be deemed expedient. Enlisted 
privates will be paid five (5) dollars, corporals seven 
Cl) dollars, sergeants ten (10) dollars per month; 1st 
sergeants fifteen (15) dollars per month, each with 
clothing and rations as provided for the army. 

The field, staff and company officers and the noi 
commissioned staff will receive the pay and allowance 
provided by law for the officers aud non-commissioned 
officers of infantry of corresponding grades, and will be 
selected from among the patriotic officers and soldiers 
of. the Nineteenth Army corps, who possess energy, 
industry, integrity and capacity, and are interested lor 
the welfare of the country. Preference will be given 
to those who, in addition to these qualities of every 
true soldier, are endowed with a large share of com¬ 
mon sense, and are animated by a proper respect for 
the rights and conditions of different classes of men. 

The officers will be provisionally commissioned by 
the Commanding General. 

The regiment will he known and designated as the 
First Regiment of Louisiana Engineers. 

The uniform will be fixed in future orders.
